FOR THE TAFTS 


ft Wil Be Celebrated at. the 
White House Tonight 


Miss Helen Taft, Owing to 
Mother’s Health, Will Stand 
in Line by President Taft’s 
Side and Act as Mistress. 
Guests to See Rich Presents. 


Washington, June 18.—With the ar- 
rival in Washington today of Miss 
Helen Taft the plans for the silver 
wedding celebration of the president 
and Mrs. Taft tomorrow assumed final 
form. Elettricians and florists, ca- 
terers and musicians, dressmakers ana 
jewelers have done their part. The 
white house office staff has worked 
night and day to put out almost 4,000 
invitations. 
' There have been hundreds of gifts 
of precious silver and gems for the 
president and his wife, but they want 
just one more—a typical Washington 
June day and soft June night—so that 
the reception out under the trees of 
the white house grounds may be a 
success, 

Ordeal for Miss Helen Taft. 

Miss Helen Taft, probably will go 
through an ordeal tomorrow night 
that few young women of her age 
have ever faced. Mrs. Taft wll help 
receive for a shorm time, but it ts ex- 
pected she will not be allowed to 
stand the strain for very long, and 
when she retires Miss Helen will step 
into the line by her father’s side’ and 
act as mistress of the white house. It 
will not be Miss Taft’s first reception, 
nor will it bé the first time she has 
received in the place of her mother; 
but it will be the biggest reception in 
point of numbers, from all! indications, 
that was ever held at the white house 
in this administration or in any/ other.

Incidentally, a member of General 
Diaz's suite said the principal reason 
for the visit to Paris was to consult 
a specialist with reference: to the ap- 
scess, from which General Diaz sill 
suffers greatly. 

Diaz Talks of Mexico. 

Although reluctant to talk of Mex- 
ico, General Diaz finally made this 


statement: hoe 

“Tl abandoned power when I dDecame 
convinced that nothing but war, last- 
ing at least a year, would put down 
the revolution. I wished to prevent 
the spilling of the blood ‘of the chil- 
dren of my country in the fraticidal 
struggie, and, above all, to avoid the 
possibility of an international conflict 
or even representations from foreign 
powers. I wished to avoid the weak- 
ening of the national credit and the 
dissatisfaction of fcreigners living in 
Mexico, who have contributed greatly 
to the prosperity of the nation, and 
who merited the consideration of my 
country by their work. 

“My desire was to safeguard both 
my own dignity and the dignity of any 
charge without ever having been 
guided by vulgar sentiment or petty 
pride; and certainly I did not bring 
about this strife, as some seem to 
believe, to keep myself in power. I 
have sacrificeqg myself and have.given 
up the struggle, convinced that. I am 
giving better proof of devotion to my 
country by abandoning the reins of 
government and transmitting them to 
others, with the political situation by 
no means desperate; with the army,

PROCTOR KNOTT 
CROSSES DIVIDE 


Former Governor of Kentucky 
and Ex-Congresi4man Dies 


Lebanon, Ky., June 18.—Ja 
tor Knott, former governor of Ken- 
tucky, and prominent for many years 
in congress, died late this afternoon at 
his home in this city at the age of 82 
He had been enfeebled and par- 
tially blind for several years. 

Mr. Knott was admitted to the bar 
in 1851, and took up the practice of law 
at Memphis, Mo., where he lived until 
1862. He was elected a member of the 
Missouri legislature in 1858 and was 
attorney general for that state from 
1859 until 1862. He was elected to con- 
gress f-om Kentucky in 1867, and serv- 
ed one term. In 1877 he was again 
elected to congress, and served another 
term. From 1883 until 1887 he was gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. 

During his term in congress he was 
regarded as one of the ablest speakers 
on the democratic side, and while 
speaking against an appropriation for 
the betterment of harbor facilities for 
Duluth, Minn., he referred to that city 
as “the zenith city of the unsalted 
seas,” an expression which made him 
famous the country over. His widow 
survives him.

COST $845,140 


That Sum Is Paid to Special 
Attorneys in Two 
Years.

Washington, June 18.—‘‘Trust bust- 
ing” cost the government $845,140 in 
disbursements to special assistants to 
the attorney general and to district 
attorneys, between March 5, 1909, and 
May 31, 1911, aceording to a report 
which the department of justice has 
transmitted to Chairman Beall, of the 
house committee on expénditures in 
that department. - 

The largest individual disbursement 
was to Henry L. Stimson, at present 
secretary of war, who received $83,320 
for his services in the sugar fraud 
prosecution. Others who received large 
special fees were Frank B. Kellogg, 
$48,917, in the Union Pacific and Stand- 
ard Oil cases; J. C. McReynolds, $35,- 
616, in anti-trust cases, especially the 
tobacco cases; C. A. Severance, Kellog’s 
partner, $28,237 in. anti-trust cases; 
Winfred T. Denison, $25,025, in the 
sugar fraud cases; D.,B. Townsend, 
$24,018.32, in the land fraud cases.

Following Colonel Goethal’s appear- 
ance before the committee on inter- 
state commerce and at his earnest re- 
quest, a measure has been introduced 
by Chairman Adamson, providing for 
the tolls to be charged vessels using 
the canal. It was represented to the 
committee that the shipping world de- 
sires to know a considerable length 
of time in advance what the rates 
will be in order to make plans accord- 
ingly, have new ships built, and trans- 
portation tariff sheets revised. An in- 
ternational conference on shipping will 
be hela next June in London, and it 
is hoped that congress will have 
adopted legislation for the mainten- 
ance and operation of the canal by 


The president is authorized ‘to es- 
tablish, maintain and operate dry 
docks, repair shops, yards, docks, 
wharves, warehouses, storehouses, and 
other necessary appurtenances for the 
purpose of providing coal, and other 
materials, labor, repairs and supplies 
for its own vessels,” and incidentally 
to passing vessels. 

The last paragraph. of the bill au- 
thorizes the president to acquire as 
rapidly as possible all private lands 
owned on the canal zone, so as to ex- 
tinguish all private and individual 
title and rights, and vest title in the 
United States for canal purposes to 
all lands on the canal zone. 

Representative Adamson in speaking 
of his bill, said: 

“This committee is investigating 
the needs of the Panama canal and 
legislation that is desired, and it will 
be passed in proper form, and at the 
proper time. ‘The republican side of 
the house seems to be a little appre- 
hensive On this subject, but they will 
find out that canal legislation is not 
to be neglected,” 

Judge Adamson has not asked the 
dmocratic caucus to vary th pro- 
gram agreed upon, so as to permit 
consideration of his canal bill, but 
will take it up and push it actively at 
the regular session next December.

Cartersville, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)

1, 1915, it is the belief of the chair- 
man of the canal. commission that 
ships will be able to pass through by 
July 1,.1913. He expects the total cost 
of the canal will be $375,000,000, an 
amount well within the original esti- 
mates, although the caval is to be 
larger and deeper than the original 
estimates provided for.

MRS. MERRIAM ADDRESSES 
WIVES OF THE FARMERS 


In an effort to assist in the broad 
and humane movement of helping the 
farmer’s wife to brighten the horizon 
of the farm home, Mrs, F. J. Merriam, 
editor of the woman’s department of 
The Ruralist, sought the expressions 
of the rural] women on the subject of 
whether they would like to attend 
farmers’ institutes if lectures and in- 
structéon were afforded them along 
the lines of interests essentially theirs. 
Many letéers came in response, these 
letters having been published in this 
department of The Constitution, and 
in acknowledgement of them, and aft- 
er perusing them carefully, Mrs. Mer- 
riam writes: 

“That our southland | has a more 
wide-awake, up-to-date, ambitious lot 
of country women is conceded by all 
who know what is what; but to The 
Ruralist is this fact borne in with re- 
newed conviction whenever a call is 


made for the expression of intelligentf 


opinions on any subject. ' 

“Whether we agree or differ, we 
must acknowledge their forceful logic 
and admire their fearless statement of 
facts (as well as love them for their 
broad, big-hearted interest in the wel- 
fare of others). 

“But we are all agreed on the pres- 
ent subject. I believe only one sister 
demurred, on the ground that it would 
be out of.the question for the mother 
of a large family of small children to 
attend such lectures; also that our 
farmers’ wives and daughters were not 
fully aroused to the fact that they had 
advaritages now ready at hand, if they 
would only bestir themselves to make 
the most of them. 


Women Like Lectures. 


“Twice as many preferred women lec- 
turers as did men, saying as the sub- 
jects to be giscussed were purely those 
concerning woman’s difficulties, prob- 
lems and work—woman's realm—no 
man could fully understand or so fully 
and sympathetically comprehend and 
discuss them as a woman. Besides, 
other women would not mind asking 
the lecturer questions for solving their 
own personal difficulties were this lec- 
turer of their own sex. All agree, 
what is of more importance than Sx, 
is thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject and a simple, practical way of 
stating such facts. All would welcome 
an opportunity to atteng stich lectures, 
and would gladly arrange their do- 
mestic affairs so this cvuld be ac- 
complished. They were almost unani- 
mous in the choice of subjects they 
desired to hear lectures on. Several 
mentioneg the organizing and mode of 
conducting women’s clubs, and im- 
provement societies, as topics they 
were much interested in hearing. Most 
preferred having these Institutes meet 
at school house, church, or other con- 
veniently located points among the 
people to be benefited; a few preferred 
some seaside, mountain or summer re- 
sort where the rural home-makers 
could combine a pleasant vacation with 
the gaining of knowledge. Some few 
writers in giving their vote for such 
lectures speak enthusiastically of sim- 
ilar meetings and lectures which have 
been held in their communities, and 
have left the whole neighborhood en- 
livened, arouseg and permanently ben- 
efited. These are eager for such in- 
stitutes, having seen results. Some 
suggested banding together and re- 
questing the department of agricul- 
ture at the capital of their state to 
send lecturers on named subjects, to 
hold institutes in their own and ad- 
joining communities. All are eager for 
an opportunity to Hsten to such lec- 
tures. That is the main point. 


School House a Meeting Place. 


“Next, let me assure you, dear sis- 
ters, the heart and head of every ad- 
vanced thinker is with you, planning, 
thinking, devising means whereby the 
very best there is in the lecture field 
Shall be brought within reach of every 
eager woman of us who cares for bet- 
ter knowledge and higher, clearer, 
more thorough understanding of our 
department of the domestic kingdom. 

“The schoolhouse for a congregating 
point will place these lecturers within 
the convenient reach of all our fami- 
lies, it seems to me, and on ground of 
equal rights to all. Where it is not 
convenient to leave the little ones, 
without a responsible attendant, surely 
where there are no grandmothers, or 
‘old aunties,’ mothers could take turn 
about in looking after each other's 
little ones, and attending these. insti- 
tutes on alternate days. 

“There is no doubt in the minds of 
those of us who were raised on the 
farm, and know the country to love it, 
that nowhere else on earth can com- 
pare with it as a place to really live. 
But to enjoy life here, living must not 
be made a matter of hopeless drudg- 
ery and ignorance. We must have life 
made beautiful and hopeful by a knowl- 
edge of the best way to live, and the 
wisest, easiest manner of caring for 
those dependent on us. City and town 
womea do not hold back where they 
have an opportunity to better them- 
selves; neither will our country women 


‘allow any false idea of their value in 
|God’s great scheme of life blind them 


or hold them back from taking advan- 
tage of such opportunities.”

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ANOTHER PROBE FOR HITCHCOCK. 

The postoffice department will not escape with the probe 
engineered by the special committee of the house, to which Louis D. 
Brandeis ‘has offered his services, gratis. The senate will also 
investigate the postal service. The Bourne resolution, providing 
for an inquiry by the committee on postoffice and postroads, has 
passed the upper body. | 

A gratifying feature is that special attention will be paid to the 
speedy establishment of a general parcels post. 

As The Constitution has heretofore pointed out, these numerous 
probes will be of no lasting benefit, unless they get down to rock- 
bottom. Postal employees with legitimate grievances must be 
brought from all over the country, and encouraged to tell the truth, 
with the assurance that they will not be disciplined by the department 
for so doing. Unless these precautions are observed, the various 
probes are apt to be simply perfunctory affairs, failing to bring 
forth the bureaucratic methods of the department in_ sufficient 
sharpness to focus public demand for a remedy. 

It is also to be hoped that the senate investigation will facili- 
tate legislation for a general parcels post.. This is a reform for 
which the people of the country, without regard to section or occupa- 
tion, are becoming increasingly impatient. 

To postpone action much .longer will not improve the health 
either of individual or party reputations.

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A ROOF SANATORIUM FOR GRADY. 


One of the most gratifying developments in the enlargement 
of Grady Hospital is the probability, announced recently in The 
Constitution, that through the use of a portion of the Walker P. 
Inman bequest, a roof sanatorium will be added to the institution. 

Dr. Summerall, superintendent, states that such a feature would 
supplement the cot capacity of the hospital by about forty.. That 
would, in reality, be one of the lesser advantages of the addition. 
An established open-air adjunct to the Grady would be the finishing 
touch needed to bring it up to the scientific standard observed by 
the foremost municipal hospitals of the country. 

Physicians now almost universally recognize that open-air treat- 
ment has a definite therapeutic value in many diseases other than 
tuberculosis. Typhoid and pneumonia patients are frequently given 
the open air treatment; the Weir Mitchell rest-cure has been evolved 
to include it; diseases of children respond to it with especial quick- 
ness, and it is an accelerator of recuperation from acute trouble or 
operations even more effective. than the old routine, iron or tonic 
treatment. | 

That Atlanta’s only municipal hospital has a strong chance of 
being supplemented by this latest benefaction of modern medical 
science, is subject for unqualified gratification.

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THE PENALTY OF PROMINENCE. 


Pity John D. Rockefeller, not for his dyspepsia, or for the 
assaults of the muck-rakers or the personally-conducted philanthro- 
pists.

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TALKS OF 


CAPTAIN RICHMOND HOBSON 


“YELLOW PERIL” 


The missionary movement in connec- 
tion with the “yellow peril;” temper- 
ance, love of the flag and the economic 
importance of the south were all toych- 
ed upon in an interesting manner by 
Captain Richmond Pearson Hobson at 
yesterday morning's service at St. 
Luke’s Episcopal church. 

The address was in fulfillment of a 
promise made some time ago to Rev. 
Cc. B. Wilmer, who had heard Captain 
Hobson deliver it at Columbia, and had 
obtained from him the promise that at 
the first opportunity he would repéat it 
for the benefit of the parishioners of 
St. Luke's. A large congregation, 
which comfortably filled the church, 
turned out to hear him. 

From personal observation of the 
Chinese, Captain Hobson has decided 
that some day they will be so powet% 
ful that, should they so desire, they 
could start a campaign of world con- 
quest that no nation would be able to 
withstand. The remedy suggested by 
Captain Hobson is the Christianising 
by missionaries of the Chinese so that 
when they finally awaken to their pow- 
er they will use their energies in com- 
mercial rather than bellicose activities. 

“If the world ‘does not Christianize 
the CHinese within the next fifty years, 
China will scourge the world,” he said. 
“If the gospel of peace is not carried 
throughout the Chinese empire, either 
the yellow or the white race will be 
exterminated.” In the event of. a con- 
flict between the two races he believed 
the white race would go down to de- 
feat. China, he stated, would have J0,- 
000,000 soldiers within a decade. 

Captain Hobson’s good opinion of the 
Chinese was formed while he was in 
China at the close of the Spanish- 
American war and later during the 


‘the leader in the work of Christianizing 


Boxer rebellion. He made a close study 


of the Chinese nature and noted their 
stoicism, their tenacity of purpose, their 
vitality and ability to get along on lit- 
tle or nothing. For centuries they had 
been ground under the heel of nature, 
and when nature lifted her foot there 
would be a reaction in China which 
would be overwhelming in its effects on 
the rest of the world. 

Ancient history, according to Captain 
Hobson, relates a great march to the 
borders of the Danube by a Chinese 
army, a march which for its length and 
magnitude equals the incursions of 
Caesar, Xenephos, Hannibal, Alexander 
and Napoleon all added together. 

If America does her duty by China, 
instead of facing a tremendous war, we 
shall have an opportunity for extended 
commercial intercourse with China, and 
the Pacific will be the scene of great 
trade activities such as the world has 
never before known, continued Captain 
Hobson. America should naturally be 


China, he said, as this country is more 
deeply religious than any other. The 
commereial benefits derived could not 
be estimated, and the south would come 
in for the larger share of this. “China 
will take 14,000,000 bales of cotton 
every year,” he stated.

There will probably be introduced 
in council this afternoon a resolution 
calling for an amendment to the city 
charter so as to submit to the voters 
a revised charter for Atlanta. 

It will not be known for certain 
whether this matter will come before 
council this afternoon until a confer- 
ence of city officials is held this morn- 
ing. 

There have been several meetings 
held and a tentative ordinance drawn 
up outlining a new charter for Atlanta 
based on the present plan of a mayor 
and boards of councilmen and alder- 
men. This ordinance has not been per- 
fected, and it may not be ready for this 
meeting of council. As -has been stated 
in The Constitution, those who believe 
in charter revision and not a commis- 


sion government. propose to cut the 
members of council one-half and the 


aldermanic board one-half, making the 
joint body consist of fifteen instead of 
thirty membesr. They also propose to 
reduce the membership on the boards 
from twelve to seven, and cut all the 
standing council committees. 

The city attorney has beén requested 
to draft the ordinance, and he may do 
so this morning.

DANVILLE HIT 
BY HEAVY STORM 


Many Buildings in Business Sec- 
tion Damaged --- The Loss 
May Reach $250,000. 


Danville, Va., June 18.—A _ cyclonic 
wind, rain and electrical storm swept 


over thecity this afternoon from 4:30 
to 5:30 o’clock, inflicting damage esti- 
mated at $100,000 to $250,000, chiefly in 
the unroofing and flooding of cotton 
mills, tobacco factories, storage plants, 
destruction of trees and shrubbery, 
chimneys, awnings, porches, telegraph, 
telephone and electrical transmission 
poles and wires. The trolley service of 
the city was suspended, and will be 
tied up for twenty-four hours. The 
entire telephone service of the city is 
out of commission, and the city is 
isolated. 

The heaviest damage to buildings 
was in the business section. The storm 


of old oaks, elms and maples, some of 
them of gigantic dimensions, was a 
scene of desolation. The broad resi- 
dence thoroughfare was biocked at 
many points by prostrated trees, the 
telephone and trolley wires and poles. 
Hundreds’ of the oldest and largest 
shade trees, the pride of the city,, were 
delimbed, torn and uprooted, and fill- 
ed lawns and streets with wreckage. 
This heavy shade, however, saved the 
best residence section by the resistamce 
they offered to the storm. }
